FOREMAN KILLED 
IN FALL FROM 


Barney Duffy’s Skull Fractured 
in Accident at New Broadway 
Office Building. 


Barney Duffy of 3603 Page. avenue, 
foreman of caisson construction on the 
new office building at Broadway and 
Olive street, fell 45 feet from the chain 
on a@ crane at 5:50 a. m. Saturday, and 
suffered injuries which caused his death 
at the city hospital at 11:45 a. m, His 
skull was fractured at the base. 

The police reported that Duffy fell 
into a caisson, but this was denied by 
construction company employes, who 


Say ,.that. it would be impossible for a 
person to fall into the caisson from 
without. 

Duffy had been at work on a platform 
at the top of a caisson on the north 
side of the excavation, near the Broad- 
way side, adjusting a sluiceway which 
carries the sand from the caisson auto- 
matically dumped into it from the end- 
less-chain buckets operating within the 
caisson. Completing his work, Duffy 
signaled the engineer of the derrick to 
send a crane to the caisson. When the 
hook and cable dangling from the crane 
reached the platform, Duffy swung onto 
it and signaled to be carried from the 
platform. The crane was swung to- 
ward Broadway. 

Duffy was riding on the cable 4 feet 
above the level of the street when he 
lost his hold and fell. He struck on the 
track on which the moving derricks run. 
Between the rails of the track ‘was 
packed a quantity of spiral steel used 
in reinforced concrete work, placed there

Hugo Grimm Makes His Recom- 
mendation to Members of 
State Judicial Conference. 





Judge Hugo Grimm, at the closing 
¢ession of the State Judicial Conference 
Saturday, told the Judges that in his 
opinion when young elopers go to Clay- 
ton, St. Charles and Alton for marriage 
licenses the recorders, clerks should 
give them spankings instead of l- 
censes. 

“Tiere are too many children get- 
ting married,” he = said. “The law 
should we more rigidly enforced and it 
should be made more difficult for these 
children to rush into matrimony.’’ 

The conference decided to recommend 
to the Legislature a law by which the 
guilty party in a divorce case shall not 
be permitted to marry within a year 
after a decree is granted. 

The judges also recommended a law 
that circuit attorneys and prosecut- 
ing attorneys may compel witnesses 
to testify under penalty of being in 
contempt of court and a law per- 
mitting circuit judges in country dis- 
tricts to sit with county judges in 
selecting jury panels. 

It was decided to defer action on 
a proposed bill to have juvenile court 
cnses tried before a special master. 

Andrew Jackson, a lawyer, entered 
the meeting room and said he had 
something important to say to the 
conference, but he was not permitted 
to address the judges. 

Judge George D. Reynolds of St. 
Louls was elected president of the 
conference and Judge Burnes of St. 
Joseph secretary.

Charles W. Miller, the United States 
District Attorney, who - prosecuted for 
the.

“Nothing else could have been ex- 
pected. The evidence of a nation-wide 
conspiracy which began in local slug- 
gings and assaults on non-union work- 
ingmen and grew because local author- 
ities failed to prosecute, became finally 
so bold that dynamite ,was resorted to. 

“The dynamiters grew bold in violat- 
ing the Federal laws in carrying these 
deadly explosives on passenger trains 
because they never dreamed of prose- 
cution. 

“That was what emboldened McNam- 
ara, the secretary of the union,:to get 
an appropriation of $100) a month so 
that the work of destruction might be 
earried on systematically. It was what 
made him bold enough to send his 
brother, James B. McNamara, to blow 
up not only the.Los Angeles Times 
Building, but also to plot to blow up 
the whole city of Los Angeles. . 

. This prosecution will be a benefit to 
organized labor. It will purge it of 
the rough tactics. The whole United 
States owes a debt of gratitude to that 
jury.” , 

The foreman of the jury was Frank 
Dare, New Lisbon, Ind., a retired far- 
mer. All the other jurors were farmers 
or country merchants. 

Immense crowds assembled in the 
streets about the Federal Building when 
the verdicts were being returned and 
when the prisoners were brougnat out, 
each handcuffed "between two deput; 
marshajs, the streets were so civgged 
that police had to forre a passayeway. 

Silence attended the prisoners as in 
a file almost a half block long, they 
marched toward the Marion County 
Jail. Thousands of persons watched 
from buildings, from street cars and 
from the sidewalks, but there was no 
demonstration. For five blocks the 
prisoners thus marched through the 
streets to reach the jail.

The Court is bound to recognize our ap- 
peals to the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals and to give bonds pending 
the appeals, but the bonds may be so 
heavy the prisoners cannot furnish 
them. In that case, they, of course, 
will have to remain in jail.’’ 

“If ever any of you jurors are drawn 
for jury duty again in this court, all 
you will have to do will be to tell me 
that you served on this trial and you 
will be excused,” said Judge Ander- 
son in discharging the jurors. “I want 
to express publically the thanks due 
you from the community for your faith- 
fulness to duty.

“While we who espouse the cause of 
union labor know that crimes of violence 
are not countenanced in our organiza- 
tions, there is no doubt that this ver- 
dicttwill do great injury to union labor. 
Our enemies will rejoice. 

“While Judge Anderson’s instructions 
to the jury were fair enough, I believed 
all along that he overstepped the 
bounds of our code of legal procedure 
by assuming the role of prosecutor 
while presiding at the trial.”

Chicago. . Stockyards « Report 
Shows Slump in Cattle: Rais- 
ing for This: Year. 
| CHICAGO, Dec, 2.—Fewer ¢attle by 
281,208 have been received at the Chicagu 
stockyards this year than in 1911, ac- 
cordihg:*to figures announced today. De- 
spite this fact, ‘$3,282,735 more was paid 
for beef during 1912) than in 1911. The 

total paid out this year was $183,438, 

Three reasons are ‘given for the in- 
creased ‘price ih' beef. The Western 
states did not raise as many cattle as 
usual, owing to drouth. Farmers turned 
the pastures into wheat fields and the 
demand for beef increased. It was ex- 
plained that the population of the Unit- 
ed States in the last 2 years has in- 
creased 2 per cent, while the increase 
in cattlé production has been only eight 
per cent. 

In ‘Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska 
and South Dakota In the year 1911 many 
pastures were burned by. the excessive 
heat ‘and many farmers lost much of 
their, stock. . This ‘year. a number @f 
farmers, fearing that the pastures would 
be destroyed, were not willing to. take a 
chance on having their cattle die in the 
fields. and* did: not invest in livestock. 
This also.caused a shortage in cattle. 

The demand. for beef in this country 
during 1912 has been so great that the 
exports for 1911 exceeded this year’s ex- 
ports by 24,000. The supply of cattle 
from the Western states has been less 
during the year than in 1911. In 1911 the 
Western. states shipped .252,000 cattle to 
the stockyards. In 1912 they shipped 
190,000, or 62,000 cattle less. 

The average price of hogs was about 
$1.50 a head more this year than ifn 1911. 
The average price of horses was $5 a 
head more than in 1911. The average 
price of sheep and lambs was 65 cents 
more. The figures for all cattle, on an 
average, have been $1 a head. higher 
than in 1911.

Delegate J. J. Lahiv early in the year intro- 
duced a measure increasing the pay of work- 
house guards. Delegate Lahiv is also head of a 
firm that fashions uniforms and other clothing 
and 16 of those same guards ordered of him uni- 
forms at $16.35 apiece. Such unanimity on the 
part of the 16 was not strange, as they naturally 
would all get their suits at the same place to 
insure uniformity, though probably it was not 
without embarrassment to Mr. Lahiv. 

After the defeat of the salary bill four guards 
paid for their suits and 12 declined to pay. The 
original unanimity of the 16 is easily under- 
stoda, but why this later unanimity on the part 
of the 12? It looks as though the 12 should 
have been forced to pay up. How embarrassing, 
however, it would have been to Mr. Lahiv’ to 
try to force them to pay up. A bad example is 
set when city employes repudiate honest debts 
with impunity.

A VOLUNTARY MINIMUM WAGE. 

For much that it has done in the past, espe 
cially toward corrupting the Government of the 
State, the Public Service Corporation of New 
Jersey had been justly execrated.
